The bag limit for ducks is 15 per 
day before October Ist and 24 per 
day thereafter until November 14th 
When the season closes. One person 
is not permitted to shoot more than 
100 in the season. Limit for geese 
is 10 per day and 25 per season. 
Limit for rails, coots and Wilson 
snipe is 25 per day and LOO per 
season 

Hungarian partridge are reported 
plentiful all over Alberta, A two- 
months’? season has heen set for 
these game birds, October Ist to 
November 80th Prairie-chicken 
are more plentiful than in past years 
and a two-weeks’ shoot has been 
declared, October Ist to l5th, in the 
south half of the province. 

Every person shooting or hunting 
game birds is required to take out a 
license, except farmers, who are 
permitted to shoot without a license 
on their own property. Licenses 
may be obtained at the Builders 
Hardware Store and Mac’s Service 
Hardware.
